He  also  carries  this  message,  writ- 
ten in  Gandhi's  handwriting:  "I 
want  world  sympathy  for  this  move- 
ment ■ 

Expectation  of  self- rule  for  India 
within  three  years.  Dr.  Muzumdar 
said,  lie*  In  the  further  conviction 
that  the  continued  refusal  of  Osndhl 
supporters  to  pay  British  taxes,  and 
their  boycott  of  foreign  made  fabrics 
will  so  have  embarrassed  England 
that  the  Viceroy  will  be  forced  to 
guarantee  accession  to  Oandhl  s 
freedom  demands.  According  to  Dr. 
Muzumdar,  Gandhi's  campaign  al- 
ready has  embarrassed  Great  Bri- 
tain, bringing  about  a  deficit  of 
more  than  17.000.000  to  the  Bombay 
Government  in  terms  of  estimated 
revenue,  and  reducing  governmental 
machinery  In  the  villages  of  Gujerst 
to  s  disorganized  state. 

CRISIS  IN  JANUARY 

"The  results  of  this  war  of  non- 
resistance  are  by  no  means  apparent 
at  the  present,  time."  Dr.  Muzumdar 
said  "Wic  rebellion  may  really  be 
considered  an  Infant.  Last  March 
when  Oandhl  made  his  march  to  the 
sea,  for  Instance,  the  land  tax  al- 
ready had  been  paid  up.  The  real 
crisis  has  not  yet  arrived.  Next  Jan- 
uary, when  the  next  taxes  are  due. 
will  give  some  indication  of  the 
power  of  the  movement.  Hundreds 
of  villages  have  bound  themselves 
not  to  psy  tsxes. 

"The  results  of  the  boycott  on 
British  goods  also  will  be  more  no- 
ticeable by  that  time.  What  this 
will  mean  may  be  estimated  when  I 
tell  you  that  each  year  1200.000,000 
Is  sent  outside  India  for  the  pur- 
chase of  cotton  fsbrics.  much  of  it 
coming  from  England,  which  relies 
almost  wholly  on  India  for  her  fab- 
rics msrket.  This  year  only  a  frac- 
tion of  that  will  be  spent,  for  our 
people  are  spinning  and  weaving 
their  own  cloth. 

"I  can  prediction*  I  believe  It  Is 
a  sound  prediction— that  as  a  result, 
the  number  of  unemployed  in  Eng- 
land  three  months  from  now  will 
have  increased  by  from  50  to  100  per 
cent." 

HAS  EFFECTED  UNION 
The  rebellion,  he  said,  also  has 
served  to  unite  Moslems  snd  Hindus. 
"There  is  no  Moslem-Hindu  prob- 
lem In  India  today."  he  ssid. 

Speaking  of  Oandhl 's  "minimum 
demands."  Dr.  Muxumdsr  said,  "I 
am  in  a  position  to  state  positively 
that  Gandhi  will  not  consent  to  a 
suspension  of  the  movement,  nor  will 
the  Congress  participate  In  any 
round  table  discussion  of  peace  with- 
out a  guaranty  of  those  principles 
as  a  basis.  By  'substance  of  Inde- 
pendence' for  India,"  he  explained. 
"Oandhl  means  full  freedom  for 
India  to  enter  into  any  scheme  of 
trade  relations  with  the  other  coun- 
tries of  the  world— have  control  of 
her  own  finances." 

"All  that  India  wants  is  inde- 
pendence. Her  people  believe  she 
should  have  the  right  to  conduct  her 
own  relstlona  with  the  rest  of  the 
world.  In  beginning  this  campaign 
for  Independence,  the  salt  tax  was 
selected  as  a  symbol,  because  the 
salt  tax  affected  everyone,  however 
"lightly.  The  amount  is  not  com- 
paratively large— about  $20,000,000  a 
year.  Yet  the  cost  of  salt  produc- 
tion Is  not  large  either.  It  costs 
about  two  cents  to  produce  eighty 
pounds  of  salt.  Yet  there  Is  a  tax 
of  forty  cents  on  every  eighty 
pounds.  It  also  must  be  taJten  Into 
consideration  that  the  Income  of  the 
average  Indian  is  less  than  four 
cent*  a  day." 

■  MANY  FOLLOWERS 
Thinking  of  the  Oandhl  supporters 
as  an  army,  Dr.  Muzumdar  asld  that 
It  would  be  impossible  to  estimate 
their  numbers  with  any  degree  of 
accuracy.  He  asserted : 

Oandhl  has  exhorted  them  to 
concentrate  on  three  principal 
methoda  of  nonreatstance— pay  no 
Uses,  buy  no  British  goods,  and  buy 
no  Uquor.  thus  establishing  a  volun- 
tary  state  of  prohibition  Taxes  to 
the  British  Government  from  India 
on  liquor  and  opium  amounts  to 
Xto  000,000  a  year.  The  salt  tax  Is 
another  $20  000  000  if  these  amounts 
be  saved  the  country,  and  to 
be  added  another  saving  Of 
$200  000  000  which  yearly  goes  out- 
side for  the  purchase  nf  cotton  fab- 
rics, by  reviving  the  weaving  indus- 
try lor  which  India  was  once 
famous,  there  would  result  a  Uilal 
vtrif  in  those  three  alone  of  more 
than  $300,000  000.  Quite  s  saving  for 

country  whose  average  < 
earning  Is  but  four  cento  a  day."

Rain,  which  fell  but  two  day,-, 
during  the  thirty,  reached  .14  of  an 
Inch,  which  la  .54  below  the  average 
fqr  the  month  of  August 

A  summary  of  the  weather  ftom 
January  to  August  shows  that  the 
precipitation  for  that  period  wa- 
it) 88  inches,  which  is  2.07  Inches 
below  the  average  [Or  that  space  of 
time. 

The  precipitation  for  the  period 
January  to  August  this  year  is 
slightly  In  excess  of  the  same  period 
In  182$,  when  It  was  only  0 13 
inches.  In  the  same  length  of  time 
in  1828  It  reached  11.33  Inches. 

The  average  precipitation  for 
twelve  months  la  27  Inches,  while 
tn  1828  it  was  20  inches.  In  1829

There  is  a  triple  responslbilty  involved  in  and 
arising  out  of  the  present  conditions  of  unem- 
ployment The  assumption  of  it  should  he  now. 
and  in  a  cumulative  way  during  the  coming 
Winter.  It  rests  upon  Federal.  Provincial  and 
Municipal  authorities,  and  the  duty  should  be 
IDi  I  by  the  inauguration  of  public  works  that  are 
necessary  or  desirable.  The  conditions  are  too 
unfortunate  to  permit  of  prolonged  marking  of 
time  It  is  not  enough  for  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment to  wait  and  see  what  the  Dominion  Is 
going  to  do,  or  for  the  municipality  to  pro- 
crastinate in  the  hope  that  it  may  evade  its 
share  of  the  responsibility.  There  is  no  surer 
H-  rnent  in  the  progress  of  any  community  than 
In  having  a  happy  and  contented  people,  all  en- 
gaged In  remunerative  tasks.  It  is  the  duty  of 
civic  pride  to  bring  every  energy  to  bear  on 
Insuring  that  the  triple  responsibility  alluded  to 
Is  recognized  and  Implemented. 

The  Dominion  Government  Can  provide  work 
here  by  establishing  a  Federal  airport,  by  the 
construction  of  a  vessel  for  hydrographic  survey 
work  on  the  coast,  as  has  been  proposed  so  often, 
by  accelerating  its  programme  of  harbor  im- 
provements for  navigation  purposes,  and,  by 
subsidy.  Implementing  the  carrying  on  of  trunk 
highway  construction  on  Vancouver  Island. 

The  Provincial  Government  can  inaugurate 
an  intensified  road-bulldlng  programme,  includ- 
ing the  commencement  of  the  much -discussed 
highway  from  8proat  Lake  to  Tofino  and  the 
continuation  of  the  main  Island  Highway  north- 
wards from  Campbell  River.  It  can,  moreover, 
build  a  new  court  house  In  Victoria  This  Is  a 
crying  need,  emphasized  again  and  again  by 
judges,  grand  juries,  the  legal  fraternity  as  a 
whole  and  all  our  citizenship. 

The  municipality  can  make  a  commencement 
on  the  Dallas  Road  and  Beacon  Hill  foreshore 
improvements,  a  project  which  has  caught  the 
popular  Imagination,  and  which,  it  is  generally 
admitted,  would  prove  one  of  the  most  substan- 
tial and  enduring  advertisements  which  the  city 
could  possess.  Such  a  programme  would  be  a 
remunerative  investment  even  if  the  cost  should 
eventually  prove  of  a  substantial  character.  By 
thj  provision,  of  amusements,  for  which  small 
marges  could  be  made,  the  nucleus  of  new 
rwenjie-produclng  possibilities  would  be  created 
Any*  programme-  of  such  improvements  should 
be  prepared  by  an  expert  landscape  gardener. 

tit,  as  a  preliminary,  there  Is  much  work  that 
c4ki"be  undertaken  In  clearing  the  foreshore 
lands. 

These  are  some  projects  that  become  obvious 
at'*  time  when  works  are  being  considered 
lo&lly  for  the  purpose  of  ameliorating  the  un- 
employment problem  The  whole  problem  of 
providing  employment  Is  one  for  co-operation 
All  round  between  all  authorities,  with  the  assist- 
ance, as  far  as  financial  conditions  will  permit, 
of  all  employers.  It  will  be  regrettable  If  there 
are  unfortunate  delays,  or  attempts  in  any 
quarter  to  evade  responsibility.  The  Dominion 
Government  is  giving  every  evidence  of  its  keen 
appreciation  of  the  situation.  Its  intention  to 
do  its  share  towards  alleviation  should  provide 
an  example  to  be  followed  by  every  other  interest 
which  has  the  welfare  of  the  country  at  heart. 

THE  SPIRITUAL  CITADEL 


The  Friendly  Help  Society  is  making  a  special 
appeal  for  assistance  at  this  time,  and  the  need 
is  gr»at  It  is  that  organization,  which  knows, 
perhaps  better  than  any  other  In  the  city,  what 
is  the  extent  of  unemployment  in  our  midst.  It 
knows  that  the  supplies  of  groceries  it  Is  able  to 
secure  :irc  gone  almost  as  soon  as  delivered.  It 
lOtOWf,  from  personal  Investigation,  that  thei» 
are  families  in  our  midst  who  are  dreading  the 
opening  of  the  new  school  term  because  their 
children  lack  clothing  and  other  common  essen- 
tials for  school  life. 

There  are  conditions  prevailing  that  call  for 
an  extra  effort  on  the  part  of  all  our  citizens 
who  are  liberally  endowed  with  the  good  things 
of  material  existence.  They  can  assist  the 
Friendly  Help  and  tide  over  unhapplness  until 
such  time  as  employment  is  available  for  those 
now  suffering.  The  need  Is  not  only  great  but 
urgent.  The  Friendly  Help  never  taxes  public 
generosity  except  when  the  call  upon  its  re- 
sources becomes  more  than  usually  Insistent,

WHY  .ARE  WE  AFRAID 


The  Lambeth  Conference  of  Bishops  has  com- 
pleted Its  labors.  It  left  behind  It  some  legacies 
of  thought  that  should  permeate  the  religious 
world  Most  important  of  these  is  that  contained 
in  the  Pronouncement  which  opened  with  a  re- 
statement of  the  Christian  doctrine  of  Ood 
This  illustrates  the  recognition  by  the  Anglican 
Church  of  the  primary  Importance  of  the 
spiritual  In  human  life.  It  Is  all  the  more  Im- 
portant because,  In  certain  moral  aspects,  the 
times  are  out  of  Joint.  The  centuries  that  have 
passed  by  since  Pentecost  have  brought  about 
changes  which  have  made  the  circumstances  of 
life  totally  different  to  what  they  were.  To  main- 
tain a  right  sociology  the  Christian  Church  has 
some  concessions  to  make  to  environmental 
necessities. 

The  Lambeth  Conference  has  given  to  the 
world  a  reaffirmation  of  the  faith  which  Is  the 
spiritual  citadel  of  the  Anglican  Church,  and 
which  Is  equally  so  that  of  Christianity  Itself. 
Put  briefly  that  faith  is  the  practical 
acceptance  of  the  Divine  indwelling  as  the  sole 
secret  of  the  Church's  life  and  vigor  The  Pro- 
nouncement says  that  Christianity  presents  a 
view  of  God  that  provides  for  every  department 
of  human  life  the  new  motive  that  Is  necessary 
Those  drifting  away  from  the  pale  of  spirituality 
must  "recover  their  vision  of  the  uniqueness  of 
the  work  of  Ood  In  the  hearts  of  His  people.  In 
Hhn  as  nowhere  else,  and  in  Him  alone.  Ood's 
gracious  love  and  innermost  purpose  are  re- 
vealed. Through  Him  and  through  His  church 
there  are  brought  inside  every  department  of 
human  life  and  human  effort  a  new  spirit,  a  new 
motive  new  resources  of  faith,  of  hope  and 
courage." 

One  of  the  great  Christian  communions  tfius 
reaffirms  that  It  intends  to  go  on  living  In  con- 
scious and  continuous  dependence  for  guidance, 
for  power,  for  life  Itself,  upon  the  Spirit  who 
made  Christianity,  from  Its  beginnings,  the  ex- 
pression of  divine  activity  and  grace.  It  Is  well 
that  any  and  every  branch  of  Christian  endeavor 
(]d  realize  the  permanent  relationship  of  the 
human  and  the  divine.  6houId  propagate  the 
doctrine  of  the  indwelling  spirit  to  guide,  govern 
and  illuminate  the  course  of  human  actions.  A 
iralBrman^n  •  f  faith  Is  evidence  of  a  her.  •  , 
self  <enscmu5i)*»ss.  for  a  church  can  only  recover 
its  original  Influence  when  it  relies  upon  its 
original  power.  It.  must  continually  reveal  Its 
origin  an<t  proclaim  Its  purpoee.

Primitive  man  began  his  existence  on  earth  under 
condition*  that  caused  his  hair  to  stand  on  end  a 
doxen  times  during  the  day  of  thrilling  adventures. 
When  he  looked  around  him.  It  was  with  an  anxious, 
watchful  eye  for  enemies,  and  an  ear  strained  to  catch 
the  howllngs  of  strange  beasts.  It  was  with  reluctance 
that  he  surrendered  hla  consciousness  at  night,  for 
there  was  no  security  about  the  rude  couch.  He  looked 
up  at  the  sky  with  no  sense  of  friendly  aid  to  be 
sought  there,  but  rather  with  craven  dread  of  some 
malign  intent  In  the  strange  movements  of  the  stars 
and  In  the  periodic  appearance  of  flaming  comets. 

Man  lived  for  countless  ages  with  fear  at  his  elbow; 
and  the  centuries  of  his  advance  in  knowledge  and 
culture  have  not  enabled  him  to  rid  himself  of  the 
monster.  One  result  of  this  is  that  the  language  of 
almost  every  civilization  abounds  with  taboos  and 
superstitions;  while  even  a  good  many  of  the  sayings 
of  the  great  are  colored  with  the  emotion  of  fear. 

Science  has  disposed  of  superstition,  but  it  has 
come  to  understand  only  a  vary  little  more  about  the 
emotion  of  fear..  It  is  only  in  his  head  and  In  his 
heart  that  man  is  sometimes  a  hero;  in  the  pit  of  his 
stomach  he  Is  always  a  coward.  Physiologically,  the 
emotion  of  fear  hits  us  very  literally  below  the  belt. 
It  affects  the  great  network  of  nerves  situated  under 
the  diaphragm,  and  known  as  the  solar  plexus.  These 
nerves  are  closely  associated  with  all  the  most  vital 
organs,  and  they  control  the  very  pivot  upon  which 
toe  human  mechanism  works.  Hence,  the  "sinking 
fe-iing"  thsU  we  experience  In  moments  of  fear  is  due 
to  an  actual  relaxation  of  the  diaphragm  Itself,  and 
the  consequent  embarrassment  of  the  heart  and  pul- 
monary system. 

Science  has  also  discovered  that  the  sense  of  fear, 
when  It  becomes  Intensified,  tends  to  produce  a  well- 
marked  condition  known  In  medical  term  as  a  phobia. 
There  are  agoraphobia,  or  fear  in  crowds;  anthro- 
phobla.  or  fright  of  society,  bathophobla.  or  fright  of 
things  falling;  siderodromophobia,  or  fright  of  rail- 
way travelllng.-E.  V.  Odle,  In  P.T.'s  and  Casaelle 
Weekly.

When  we 
arrived  in  Victoria  some  years  later. 
•  ne  of  (he  firs!  persons  we  met  was 
Mr.  Waterson,  and  but  for  his  gen- 
erous offer  of  employment  and  his 
wl.se  and  kindly  counsel  we  might 
have  gone  farther  afield,  and  pos- 
sibly fared  worse,  for  we  had  been 
accustomed  t>  HFf  In  greater  cities, 
and  the  prospects  of  Victoria  did 
not  seem  to  be  too  rosy  at  that  time 

•  •  • 

Our  associations  with  Mr.  Water- 
son  and  his  establishment  were  but 
brief,  but  they  were  profitable.  They 
served  to  give  us  some  knowledge 
of  the  character  of  the  man  and  of 
the  principles  which  guided  his  life 
He  was  one  of  the  most  conscien- 
tious men  we  ever  had  the  good  for- 
tune to  meet.  He  made  no  blatant 
professions  of  religion,  but  in  the 
strictest  sense  of  the  term  be  was  a 
good  man.  We  do  not  know  that  he 
was  ever  publicly  associated  with 
any  political  party,  but  he  was  a 
sound  Tory  by  conviction  and  could 
argue  most  logically  and  convincing- 
ly that  the  only  hope  of  Canada 
lay  m  the  adoption  of  a  sound  poli- 
cy of  protection.  Our  previous  as- 
sociations had  been  fn  an  entirely 
different  political  school,  but  the 
logic  of  later  events  has  proved 
that  our  mentor  was  nearer  right 

than  wrong  in  his  conclusions.

We  were  destined  to  follow  new 
psths,  but  Mr.  Waterson  never 
strayed  from  the  straight  and  nar- 
row path  he  had  chosen.  Possibly 
If  he  had  been  a  less  scrupulous 
workman  and  business  man  he 
might  have  enlarged  his  establish- 
ment and  become  a  more  Influen- 
tial factor  in  the  life  of  the  com- 
munity; but  we  suspect  that  in  the 
little  town  in  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick,  where  he  was  born,  edu- 
cated and  learned  the  trade  in  which 
he  took  great  pride,  the  people  were 
sternly  scrupulous  in  all  their  deal- 
ings and  considered  a  conscience 
void  of  offence  as  of  more  Impor- 
tance than  worldly  circumstances. 
At  any  rate,  after  our  paths  di- 
verged, and  we  went  our  way,  and 
Mr.  Waterson  continued  along  the 
old  way.  we  seldom  met  him.  except 
occasionally  upon  the  streets,  when 
the  conversation  was  lnvarlablly 
upon  the  subject  of  our  welfare,  al- 
though the  fact  was  palpable  that 
Mr.  Waterson.  who  was  never  a  ro- 
bust man  physically,  was  beginning 
to  feel  the  effects  of  the  passage  of 
time.  We  have  lost  a  friend  who 
was  a  Triehd  Indeed  at  a  time  of 
need  and  Victoria  a  good  citizen, 
and  if  expressions  of  sincere  sym- 
pathy with  the  sorrowing  widow  and 
family  can  do  anything  to  mitigate 
their  lose,  that  sympathy  is  hereby 
conveyed  to  them  in  full  measure. 

The  Liberal  politicians  of  Canada 
have  not  said  very  muoh  about  the 
effects  of  the  policy  of  protection 
which  already  has  been  brought  Into 
effect  by  the  new  Government,  but 
the  great  and  tender  hearts  of  the 
newspaper  organs  of  free  trade  are 
torn  with  anguish  as  they  contem- 
plate the  possible  effects  of  the  new 
policy  upon  the  purses  of  the  people 
of  Canada.  The  consumers  are  be- 
ing told  as  they  have  selected  their 
whistle,  thev  will  have  to  pa*/  very 
dearly  for  that  musical  instrument 
As  we  hsve  already  pointed  out. 
there  is  not  a  country  In  the.  world 
which  has  not  adopted  a  policy  of 
protection,  and  there  1*  not  a  coun- 
try In  the  world  where  the  cost  of 
living  Is  not  as  cheap,  and  !n  most 
esses  much  cheaper,  than  it  is  in 
Ihe  countries  which  nominally  ad- 
here to  the  principles  of  free  trade 
•    •  • 

The  following  convincing  article 
from  The  Ottawa  Journal  deals 
with  that  question  as  It  affects  Can- 
ada quite  effectually: 

One  of  the  falladet  of  low  tariff 
or  free  trade  arguments  la  that  Pro- 
tection heightens  prices.  Exploits 
the  consumer.  Your  orthodox  free 
trader  or  free  tarlffist  appears  to 
think  that  the  be-all  and  end-all  of 
life  is  cheap  goods.  It  never  seems 
to  occur  to  him  that  cheap  goods 
are  of  no  earthly  good  to  the  work- 
man out  of  a  job.  Ireland,  for  a 
century,  had  cheap  goods.  But  be- 
cause Ireland  had  no  factories  and 
no  work  and  no  wages,  her  people 
starved  in  the  midst  of  the  cheap- 
ness, came  by  millions  to  America 
whore  goods  were  dear  but  where 
people  could  buy  dear  goods. 

Let  It  be  conceded  that  Protection 
heightens  prices.  Often,  0/  course. 
It  doesn't.  More  often  than  not. 
under  modern  world  industrialism, 
domestic  competition  takes  cart  of 
prices;  but.  admitting  that  higher 
tariffs  do  mean  higher  prices,  aurely 
higher  prices  with  work  and  wages 
are  better  than  low  prices  without 
work  and  wages.    In  other  words

Mr  Moore,  of  course,  was  not  re- 
ferring to  the  protection  of  profits. 
He  was  referring  to  the  protection 
of  worklngmen.  Referring  to  the 
sort  of  protection  that  will  keep 
Canadl&n  labor  from  having  to 
compete  wjth  cheap  foreign  labor, 
that  will  have  Canada  buy  goods 
made  by  her  own  workmen  rather

N  tht  very  day  of  the  public  meeting  in  Victoria,  the  debate 
on  Confederation  was  resumed  in  the  Legislative  Council, 
then  sitting  at  New  Westminster.    Mails  from  the  Main- 
land were  very  slow,  and  it  was  a  full  week  after  the  passing  of 
the  resolution  before  The  Colonist  was  able  to  publish  the  full 
details  of  the  debate. 

It  yf%M  now  known  that  full  provision  had  been  made  in  the 
British  North  America  Act  for  British  Columbia  to  enter  the 
Confederation  at  any  time.  In  view  of  this.  Mr.  De  Cosmos 
withdrew  his  previous  resolution,  and  introduced  a  new  one. 
recommending  "that  such  measures  should  be  taken  for  the  im- 
mediate entrance  into  the  North  American  Confederation  as  had 
been  provided  by  the  bill  already  carried  through  the  Imperial 
Parliament.  *  • 

While  the  Council  seemed  united  in  its  desire  for  union, 
many  oi  the  members  seemed  in  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
colony  joining  Canada  at  that  time.  All  were  anxious  to  know 
udon  what  terms  British  Columbia  would  enter.  While  one 
insisted  that  the  colony  was  entitled  to  good  terms  because  of 
its  strategic  position  as  the  key  to  the  Pacific,  another  was  fearful 
that  Canada  would  not  be  inclined  to  receive  the  colony  because 
of  its  heavy  debt.  Others  stated  that  British  Columbia  was  not 
ready  for  Confederation.  The  union  could  be  of  no  advantage, 
as  long  as  two  thousand  miles  of  waste  land  separated  the  colony 
from  Canada 

It  was  the  word  "immediate"  in  the  resolution  that  caused 
the  chief  difficulty  Too  many  members  had  seen  the  disadvan- 
tages of  haste  in  the  union  of  Vancouver  Island  and  British  Co- 
lumbia. To  rush  blindly  into  Confederation  as  they  had  rushed 
into  that  union  would  be  a  grave  mistake.  Bitterness  still  rankled 
on  this  subject.  It  was  painfully  apparent,  said  one  speaker,  that 
the  Island  members,  who  had  sued  to  be  joined  to  British  Colum- 
bia, had  defeated  their  object  by  their  own  over  eagerness.  When 
a  member  for  the  Mainland  had  the  misfortune  to  refer  to  the 
"annexation"  of  Vancouver  Island,  indignant  objection  was 
taken  to  the  term.  It  did  not  express,  said  an  Island  member,  the 
relation  of  that  section  to  British  Columbia.  Vancouver  Island 
was  "neither  a  conquered  nor  a  prostrate  colony  " 

Mr.  De  Cosmos  poured  oil  on  this  troubled  discussion  by 
offering  to  strike  out  the  word  "immediate  "  It  was  immaterial 
as  long  as  the  desire  for  Confederation  was  expressed.  Answer- 
ing the  other  objections,  he  stated  that  his  resolution  expressed 
no  terms  for  union,  only  the  action  of  the  local  Government. 
The  terms,  of  course,  would  be  maturely  considered  afterwards. 
Confederation  was  more  to  th*  Colony's  interest  than  to  Can 
ada  s.  '  We  should  enter  as  soon  as  possible."  he  said,  "not  wait 
for  Canada  to  invite  us  ' 

While  the  Council  Mill  hesitated.  Mr.  Pemberton  proposed  an 
amendment:  "That  His  Excellency  be  respectfully  requested  fo 
take  such  steps,  without  delay,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  to 
secure  the  admission  of  British  Columbia  into  the  Confederation 
on  fair  and  equitable  terms,  this  Council  being  confident  (hat  in 
advising  this  step  they  arc  expressing  the  views  of  the  colonists 
generally." 

The  amendment  met  with  instant  favor.  Mr  Franklyn  said 
he  was  glad  there  was  no  mention  of  delegates,  as  there  had  been  I 
too  manv  delegations;  and  Mr.  De  Cosmos  remarked  that  there 
was  nothing  about  "mendicant  patriots"  either.  Whereupon  the  | 
amendment  was  carried  unanimously,  and  the  Council  completed 
the  first  step  towards  the  Confederation  of  British  Columbia.

THE  EXPLANATION 

The  incident  occurred  at  about 
10:15  p.m.  The  Crown  stated  Uie 
bullet  had  come  from  the  opposite 
side  of  the  Praser  River.  The  accused 
claimed  he  was  firing  at  an  animal 
in  a  gravel  pit.  This  explanation 
the  court  found  unsatisfactory. 

"I  have  no  doubt  Fannon  was 
facing  the  C.P.R.  train  when  he 
fired.  He  could  not  have  fired  at 
the  gravel  pit  south  and  hit  the 
train  to  the  north.  It  seemed  to 
me  at  first  the  care  might  have  been 
an  accident,  but  I  am  now  faced 
with  the  idea  of  a  deliberate  aiming 
at  the  train." 

The  court  added  the  defence  wa; 
most  unsatisfactory,  and  then  turned 
to  the  accused: 

"Fannon,  do  you  want  to  say  any- 
thing more?  I  would  like  to  have 
some  of  Uie  truth  out  of  you  now." 
FANNON  ANSWERS 
Accused  replied,  stating  it  was 
fairly  dark  and  that  he  could  have 
been  aiming  at  a  moving  animal  and 
that  the  bullet  might  have  struck 
something  els*  without  him  know- 
ing. Accused  then  faltered  In  his 
statement  of  direction.  Pressed  by 
the  court,  he  admitted  he  was  shoot- 
ing in  the  direction  of  the  C.P.R 
train.  He  averred  he  bad  no. Inten- 
tion of  firing  In  that  direction. 

"Even  now  you  are  not  telling  the 
truth.  The  maximum  penalty  for 
this  offence  is  two  years  I  am 
sending  you  to  Oakalla  for  one  year."

Those  disobey- 
ing this  order  shall  be  closed  im- 
mediately." Were  this  recommenda- 
tion legalized,  the  religious  "dura- 
tion of  China's  youth  would  cease 
and  all  Sunday  achools,  catechumen 
classes  and  Bible  vacation  schools 
would  be  swept  away.

Owing  to  the  foresight  and 
remarkable  sagacity  of  Sir  James 
Douglas,  this  portion  of  the  city  was 
laid  off  for  a  public  park  very  early 
In  Its  history.  The  park  today  is 
very  much  in  the  same  condition  as 
when  Sir  James  saw  it  on  landing 
in  his  canoe  at  Clover  Point  In  1843. 
the  one  exception  being  that  about 
forty  years  ago.  owing  to  the  intel- 
ligence, vision  and  energy  of  the 
late  Alderman  Laurence  Ooodacre. 
the  swamp  wa*  transformed  into  a 
lake  and  surrounded  by  trees,  which 
today  is  the  only  creditable  spot  to 
be  seen. 

JAMES  BAY  PLATS 

The  citizens  of  Victoria,  in  some 
directions,  have  indicated  ambition 
and  desire  for  progress,  but  in  their 
parks  and  open  spaces  they  have 
fallen  far  behind.  It  Is  not  as  if  It 
could  not  be  done.  We  have  a  won- 
derful example  in  the  present  Em- 
press Hotel  grounds,  which  many 
may  remember  as  James  Bay  mud 
flats  and  swamp  Then  again,  going 
farther  afield,  who  could  have  fore- 
told that  the  old  lime  quarry  at  Tod 
Inlet  could  have  been  turned  into 
such  a  fairyland  as  It  Is  today  by 
the  energy,  enterprise  and  taste  dis- 
played by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Butchart. 
Had  these  two  spots  been  mani- 
cured In  the  same  manner  a*  Beacon 
Hill,  they  would  not  be  the  source 
of  public  admiration  they  are  today. 

Some  people  ask  what  could  be 
done  to  turn  the  arid  wilderness  of 
Beacon  Hin  Park,  which  now  con- 
sists of  burnt  grass,  scrub,  bush  and 
broom,  Into  a  public  park  which 
would  be  the  pride  of  the  citizens 
and  the  pleasure  nnd  delight  of  vis- 
iting tourists. 

This  should  not  take  a  great  ex- 
penditure of  money,  but  what  seems 
to  be  needed  more  than  anything 
else  is  the  engagement  of  a  man 
who  has  the  vision,  ability  and 
knowledge  to  transform  tills  area 
Into  one  of  the  beauty  apots  of 
North  America.  Ont  only  has  to 
look  at  other  cities  to  see  what  can 
be  accomplished  by  such  a  man. 
San  Pranclsco  is  an  outstanding  ex- 
ample. Today,  the  wonderful  Gol- 
den Gate  Park  at  8an  Pranclsco 
has  been  transformed  from  a  wind 
swept,  shifting  sand  dime  to  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  places  on  earth; 
all  due  to  a  Scotsman  who  had  the 
necessary  knowledge,  ability  and 
drive  to  carry  out  his  Ideas,  which 
will  ever  remain  a  monument  to  his 
name  and  a  source  of  pride  and 
pleasure  to  future  generations  liv- 
ing around  that  Pacific  metropolis. 
The  people  of  8 an  Pranclsco  did  not 
aay  "It  cannot  be  done."  They  went 
out  and  did  It.  surmounting  far 
greater  obstacles  than  we  in  Vic- 
toria have  any  idea  of. 


SOWING  SWEET  PIAS

DEFINITE  PROGRAMME 

The  first  thing  to  be  done  with 
regard  to  Beacon  Hill  Is  to  lay  out 
a  definite  programme  and  plan. 
Then  lay  on  the,  necessary  water 
pipes  so  that  all  portion  of  the  p-.rk 
can  be  watered  when  necessary 
Victoria  Is  blessed  with  ample 
water,  and  the  cost  of  doing  this 
would  be  trilling. 

Along  the  waterfront  suitable 
clumps  of  trees  should  be  planted. 
The  wise  ones  will  tell  you  that 
trees  will  not  grow  there  on  account 
of  the  wind.  Men  who  know  their 
business  would  quickly  enumerate  a 
number  of  varieties  of  trees  that 
would  thrive  under  those  conditions 
i  <.if  broom  should  be  cut  into 
islands,  and  other  clumps  of  shrubs 
and  flowers  planted  so  that  v  hen 
our  tourists  approach  Victoria  on 
the  boat  they  would  have  a  colorful 
scenic  panorama  from  Clover  Pnln: 
to  Ogden  Point,  a  distance  of  some 
two  miles.  Where  in  any  other 
part  of  the  world,  could  one  visual- 
ize such  an  approach  to  a  city? 

The  rest,  of  the  open  spaces  on 
Beacon  H1U  should  be  treated  In  a 
like  manner,  and  bowling  greens 
and  tennis  courts  laid  out  according 
to  the  suitability  of  the  ground. 

British  Columbia  is  world  famous 
for  Its  wonderful  selection  of  rock 
and  alpine  plants,  yet  In  the  cap- 
ital city  of  the  province  we  have 
nothing  to  show  our  visitors  in  Hie 
shape  of  a  comprehensive  collection 
of  those.  If  one  refers  to  the  late 
James  Andersons  book.  •Trees  nnd 
Shrubs  of  British  Columbia."  It  Is 
easy  to  realise  what  an  interesting 
collection  of  native  plants  we  could 
have  In  this,  the  capital  of  British 
Columbia. 

ROCK  GARDEN  SITE 
The  city  end  of  the  park,  which  Is 
approached  from  Douglas  Street, 
lends  itself  particularly  to  an  ex- 
tensive rock  garden  display  Wind- 
ing paths  could  easily  be  cut 
through  the  existing  rock,  and 
plants,  etc.,  planted  through  the 
crevices,  and  with  water  laid  o<» 
from  the  top.  a  wonderful  effect 
could  be  produced.  This  area  could 
be  extended  to  almost  unlimited  de- 
grees, as  It  reaches  from  Soifth  Park 
School  to  Ooodacre  Lake 

In  cutting  these  winding  paths 
through  the  rock,  the  rock  could  b? 
used  In  the  ordinary  way  by  passLu 
It  through  the  crusher  used  for  gen- 
eral city  purposes;  consequently 
there  would  not  be  much  expense. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  im- 
provement and  beautifying  of  the 
park  cannot  reasonably  be  done  a 
M  OOOf     It  will  be  a  gradual  pro 
gramme  to  be  carried  out.  but 
must  be  started  in  the  right  way, 
and  every  bit  of  work  and  improve- 
ment put  on  should  all  be  done  with 
due  consideration  for  the  completed 
programme. 

The  park  nursery  should  be 
turned  to  real  account  Many  of  the 
trees,  etc..  now  there,  which  have 
been  choking  themselves  to  death 
for  years,  could  be  uprooted,  and  a 
proper  nursery  made  for  the  pro- 
duction of  plant*,  shrubs  and  flow- 
ers to  fill  in  the  numerous  open 
spaces  pertaining  to  the  city. 

The  Improvements  In  the  park 
and  on  the  waterfront  should  be 
carried  out.  along  the  line  of  en- 
hancing and  developing  the  present 
natural  advantages  rather  than 
any  formal  programme  of  laying 
out  stiff  and  regular  bed*  or  work 
Involving  heavier  expenditure  than 
is  really  needed  to  make  the  artis- 
tic  and  scenlr  effect  more  striking 
and  Impressive. 

It  is  obvious  to  anyone,  that  in 
order  to  further  encourage  the 
tourist  traffic  we  must,  make  the 
city  more  and  more  attractive.  The 
development  of  the  tourist  trade 
has  passed  far  ahead  of  our  efforts 
to  Improve  Victoria.  Many  years  oi 
valuable  time  have  already  been 
wasted,  and  those  who  have  the 
ambition  and  the  wish  to  see  Vic- 
tor  la  made  the  Queen  City  of  the 
Pacific  should  put  their  shoulders  to 
the  wheel,  their  heart*  into  t.he  I 
work,  and  support  every  sane  im- 
provement that  is  brought  forward 
in  this  connection 

KEW  GARDENS

A  captain's  clock  ought  to  have 
twenty- four  hours  on  Its  dial  "A 
ship's  captain  is  always  on  duty,"  a 
genial  Irish  commander  remarked. 
Awake,  he  is  aware  of  all  that  Is  go- 
ing on  In  and  about  the  ship;  asleep, 
he  Is  liable  at  any  minute  to  be 
called  to  the  bridge. 

There  have  been  occasions  In  pro- 
longed thick  or  heavy  weather  when 
the  captain  of  an  ocean  liner  has 
been  on  the  bridge  literally  for  days 
and  nights  on  end.  with  such  oc- 
casional Intervals  of  sleep  as  he 
could  snatch  "between  waves."  Hta 
officers,  in  such  conditions,  share  his 
In  normal  conditions,  the  1 
captain  sleeps,  as  the  same  authority  | 
put  it.  "with  both  eyes  shut  and 
both  ears  open." 

The  commander  of  an  ocean  liner 
has  a  busy  life,  yet  he  is  often  to  be 
seen  on  deck,  and  his  presence 
among  the  passengers  la  always  a 
source  of  pleasure  to  them.  He 
usually  appears  In  the  dining  saloon 
at  lunch  and  dinner,  and  la  always 
visible  when,  attended  by  his  de- 
partmental officers,  he  makes  his 
regular  morning  round  of  inspection.

A  ship  reflects  the  personality  of 
its  commander.  A  smart  captain 
means  a  smart  crew  In  all  depart- 
ments, and  a  smart  crew  means 
happy  travelers. 

There  are  mysterious  hours  when 
the  whereabouts  of  the  commander 
are  entirely  unknown  lo  the  pas- 
sengers. He  la  neither  on  the  bridge 
nor  on  the  deck.  Actually  he  is 
closed  In  his  cabin  with  the  chief 
officer,  the  chief  engineer,  tbe  rur- 
geon  or  the  purser,  discussing 
points  connected  with  the  ship's 
work. 

In  periods  of  prolonged  anxiety 
the  weight  of  the  captain's  responl- 
bllity  makes  Itself  felt,  however 
broad  his  shoulders  may  be.  While 
the  passengers  are  chatting  and 
laughing  In  the  waamth  and  luxury 
of  the  lounge  or  smoking  room.  he. 
with  his  officer  of  the  watch,  may  be 
facing  a  blizzard,  with  the  Icy  wind 
playing  the  part  of  an  invisible 
demon  armed  with  an  invisible 
hatchet. 

At  such  times  there  Is  much 
checking  of  the  ahlp"s  position  by 
dead  reckoning— which  means  calcu- 
lation by  course  and  log  without 
any  sight  of  aun,  stars  or  land- 
usually  with  surprisingly  accurate 
results.

i  s  logical  campaign."  he  began,  "be- 
»  cause  the  Imposing  relics  of  Rotne'a 

ancient  greatness  are  scattered  over 
enormous  distances.  Prom  Pompeii 
and  Herculaneum  to  Paestum,  from 

*  Arlgentum  In  Sicily  to  Lepttc  Mag- 
na, the  birthplace  of  the  Emperor 
Alexander  Severus.  in  Trtpolttanla, 
from  Butrlntum  In  Albania  to 
Rhodes  and  Egypt,  wc  are  carrvlng 
on  excavstlons  with  very  satisfac- 
tory results,  working  on  strictly 
scientific  lines. 

"But  our  principal  efforts  are  con- 
centrated on  Rome,  discovering  Im- 
posing Imperial  monuments  hitherto 
hidden  under  a  mushroom -growth 
of  mediaeval  buildings,  whole  blocks 
of  which  have  to  be  pulled  down  at 
great  expense.  In  view  of  the  house 
famine  this  policy  has  given  rise  to 
criticism,  but  thr  problem  had  to  be 
faced  sooner  *br  later,  and  we  mav 
say  that  It  has  now  been  definitely 
solved 

"Instead  of  the  sordid  'local  color' 
of  narrow  lanes  and  tumbledown 
houses  with  clothes  hanging  out  to 
dry.  we  have  now  an  Imposing  vision 
of  imperial  Rome,  wide  spaces  made 
beautiful  by  marble  columns  and 
the  stately  remains  of  palace*  and 
temples." 

TEMPLES  ARE  I AMI  MED 
Perhaps  the  most  Important  ex- 
humation* of  this  kind  are  the 
Ponim  nl  Augustus  and  the  adjoin- 
ing Markets  of  Trajan,  at  one  time 
the  centre  of  Rome's  busy  commer- 
cial life,  and  now  restored  to  some- 
thing of  their  ancient  splendor. 

Near  the  church  of  San  Nicola  In 
Carcere  the  remains  of  three  temples 
respectively  dedicated  to  Janus. 
Hope  and  Juno  Sosplta,  have  come 
lo  light,  and  the  Theatre  of  Marcel- 
lus.  formerly  almost  hidden  by  a 
number  of  decrepit  old  buildings 
stands  out  in  all  the  beauty  of  Its 
fine  architectural  line*. 

"These."  remarked  Professor  'Pari- 
benl. are  only  some  of  the  most  in- 
teresting features  of  our  archaeo- 
logical campaign  In  Rome,  the  prin- 
cipal object  of  which  Is  the  realisa- 
tion of  the  programme  Big  nor  Mas- 
follnl  outlined  January  I.  1936

the  whole  world,  vast,  well -ordered 
and  powerful  a.<  in  the  age  of 
Augustus  The  millennial  monu- 
ments of  our  history  shall  tower 
Ilk*  giants  In  their  isolation,  while 
modern  Rome  shall  spread  over  the 
surrounding  Campigna  to  the  All»an 
the  banks  of  the 


which  has  already  appeared  above 
the  surface. 

Meantime  the  first  galley,  the 
oldest  ship  In  existence,  built  two 
thousand  years  ago.  will  be  placed 
In  the  Neml  Museum  on  the  banks 
of  the  lake,  together  with  the  mag- 
nificent bronzes  and  other  remains 
which  have  been  found.  Among  the 
roost  interesting  recent  finds  are  an 
exquisitely  modeled  bronse  bust  and 
a  massive  anchor,  with  remains  of 
a  stout  rope  attached. 

The  recovery  of  Caligula's  ships 
has  been  a- triumph  of  engineering, 
but  it  Is  not  the  only  Instance  of 
modern  science  being  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  archaeological  research 
Very  satisfactory  results  have  been' 


been  cample  Led.  and  the  imposing 
ruins  of  a  Or«"ek  theatre  uncovered. 
Interesting  archaic  remains  dating 

from  the  Seventh  Century.  B.C.. 
have  been  discovered  at  Agrlgentum, 
and  they  are  believed  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  cult  of  Demetra 
and  Persephone,  which  flourished  In 
SicUy  during  the  Greek  occupation. 

Important  centres  of  archaeo- 
logical activity  at  present  are  Her- 
culaneum. Pompeii  and  Ostla.  the 
ancient  port  of  Rome  The  new 
monumental  entry  to  the  excava- 
tions of  Herculaneum  has  Just  been 
inaugurated,  and  recent  discoveries 
include  a  magnificent  building,  evi- 
dently the  home  of  a  wealthy  patri- 
cian, richly  decorated  with  many- 
colored  marbles  and  mosaic  pave- 
ments In  perfect  preservation,  the 
walls  being  covered  with  beautiful 
frescoes. 

The  vestibule,  the  Impluvtum  of 
white  marble  and  the  atrium  are 
intact  From  the  atrium  a  flight  of 
marble  steps  leads  down  to  the 
perlatyllum  of  the  ample  garden, 
with  a  beautiful  rectangular  foun- 
tain in  thr-  middle  The  garden  is 
attain  ablaze  with  flowers  of  the 
kind  the  ancients  loved  Opposite 
the  garden  is  a  vast  hall  paved  with 
rare  marbles  of  different  colors  and 
the  walls,  or  a  rich,  dark  red.  are 
decorated  with  frescoes  representing 
the  Rape  of  Europe  and  other  my- 
thological subjects  treated  in  the 
licentious  manner  for  which  the 
artHai  of  Herculaneum  and  Pompelt 
were  known,  besides  landscapes  and 
beautiful  decorative  motives  with 
birds  and  foliage. 

EIGHTEEN  ROOMS  OPENED 
Eighteen  chambers  of  thLs  pnn  -  1 . 
residence  have  already  been  dlt- 
closed.  but  several  remain  to  be  ex- 
plored, it  Is  almost  inexplicable 
that  whereas  smaller  bouses  have 
invariably  yielded  more  or  less  im- 
portant treasure  trove,  absolutely 
nothing,  not  even  a  terra,  cotta 
lamp,  has  been  found  In  this  palatial 
mansion.  Work  Is  being  carried  on 
at  Herculaneum  under  the  direction 
of  Professor  Maluri,  whose  efforts 
mav  be  rewarded  at  any  .moment  by 
some  sensational  discovery. 

At  Pompeii  the  imposing  "Villa  of 
Mvst erles"  has  been  almost  com- 
pletely evacuated.  It  Is  built  on  a 
series  of  terraces  so  as  to  catch  the 
sun  at  all  times,  and  must  have 
been  an  Ideal  residence,  especially 
in  the  Whiter.  The  halls  and  cham- 
bers, particularly  those  on  the  wes- 
tern front,  are  adorned  with  mag- 
nificent frescoes,  representing  epi- 
sodes from  the  dyonislac  myth  and 
bacchanalian  scenes  of  great  beauty 

OTHMt    RLMIMIEKS  POUND 

A  semi-circular  covered  terrace, 
flanked  by  two  hanging  gardens.  Is 
supported  by  a  massive  portico  In. 
which  the  inhabitants  of  the  villa 
must  have  sought  refuge  during  the 
eruption  which  destroyed  Pompeii, 
for  here,  as  in  the  "Villa  of  Dlo- 
medes."  under  a  layer  of  volcanic 
ashes  and  lapUll  numerous  skeleton* 
nave  been  found. 

I  motored  to  Ostla  along  the  mag- 
nificent new  Via  del  Mare,  or  Road 
to  the  Sea.  and  in  half  an  hour  I 
reached  the  ruins  of  what  the  his- 
torian Mlnuclus  Felix  describes  as 
"the  beautiful  city  of  Ostla.  famous 
for  Its  Imposing  temples,  its  sump- 
tuous public  monuments.  Its  elegant 
private  buildings,  and  Its  brosd. 
well -paved  streets," 

Ostla  differed  completely  from 
Pompeii  and  Herculaneum.  being 
essentially  a  commercial  centre. 
I  whereas  the.  two  cities  which  met 
such  a  tragic  fate  were  wholly  given 
up  to  pleasure. 

Professor  Ouido  Calza  nccom- 
panled  me.  He  pointed  out  the  im- 
posing rums  of  the  Thermae  or 
public  baths,  and  of  the  theatre, 
close  to  which  1*  the  broad  square 
of  Uke  Merchants'  Corporations,  hub 
of  the  commercial  activity  of  Im- 
perial Rome. 

SEVENTY  FINE  OPKK  KS 

There  were  seventy  fine  offices, 
each  dealing  with  a  special  branch 
of  the  difficult  task  of  feeding  the 
huge  metropolis  and  providing  it 
with  all  the  luxuries  of  the  world 
They  are  adorned  with  beautiful 
mosaics.  Illustrative  of  the  activities 
of  the  various  corporations.  Ancient 
Ostla.  as  Professor  Calsa  remarked, 
was  thus  the  first  to  organise  the 
Co-operative  State,  now  adopted 
with  most  satisfactory  results  by  the 
Fascist  revolution.

RECALLS  OLD  TIMES 


For  a  Colonist  representative  who 
called  on  her  a  few  days  ago  at  the 
some  of  her  niece.  Miss  A.  Henly. 
1636  Dallas  Road,  she  recalled  some 
»f  the  Interesting  and  picturesque 
Happening,  of  the  sixties  and 
seventies.  It  must  be  confessed  that 
jhe  Interest  and  plcturesqueneas  was 
lomewhat  minimized  by  Mrs.  Oar- 
diner,  whose  girlhood  was  spent 
inder  such  stern  pioneer  conditions 
:hat  she  regarded  with  some  dis- 
dain the  modern  tendency  to  exag- 
gerate the  hardihood  of  the  early 
tattlers. 

;  She  does,  however,  admit  that  the 
froung  people  of  today  have  an  easy 
time  compared  with  the  young  peo- 

tle  of  her  own  day.  The  pity  of  tt 
;  to  her.  that  the  modern  girl  ac- 
cepts all  the  present-day  luxuries  as 
«  matter  5|.  course — and  .till  de- 
mands more. "  But  they  have  not  the 
force  of  character  of  those  ances- 
tors who  were  brought  up  under  the 
ilmpler  condition*, 

"My  mother."  she  recalled  with 
great  pride  in  her  tone,  "didn't  pos- 
sess such  a  thing  as  a  sewing  011- 
:hine.  Hut  she  made  every  bit  of 
.Mothlng  for  her  family  of  aeven 
:hlldren  And  my  father  s  shirts  as 
sell.  We  were  brought  up  to  respect 
srvd  treasure  things  which  the  girl 
if  today  throws  contemptuously 
aside.  People  then  knew  the  mean- 
ing of  work  and  the  value  of  work- 
manship In  a  way  they  no  longer 
teem  to  do  " 

Mrs  Oardiner'.  father  and 
mother  came  to  Victoria  from  Eng- 
land. Mr  Henly  seems  to  have 
been  a  typical  old-fashioned  parent 
of  the  sterner  type,  who  communed 
little  with  his  children.  For  beyond 
the  fact  that  he  waa  a  native  of 
Swindon.  England,  they  seemed  to 
know  little  about  his  Old  Country 
connections  right  up  to  the  time  nf 
his  death,  which  occurred  on  Janu- 
ary 8.  189'J,  when  he  was  seventy- 
seven  years  of  age. 

In  Victoria  he  was  greatly  re- 
spected. The  Colonist  of  the  suc- 
ceeding day  commenting  on  his  de- 
mise in  the  following  way:  "He 
was  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  pioneers 
of  this  city,  and  his  familiar  form 
will  be  greatly  missed.  The  cortege 
waa  a  very  large  one.  quite  a  number 
of  pioneers  attending  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  Crldge  conducted  the  funeral 
services,  and  the  gentlemen  who 
acted  as  pallbearers  were  Messrs. 
Jack.  Roberts.  Cox,  Muldoon.  Elliott, 
Hansen.  Lawson  and  Tolmlr" 
FAMILY  FORGOTTEN 
If  there  were  relatives  In  England, 
the  children  never  knew  about 
them:  Mr.  Henly  never  spoke  about 
brothers  or  sisters,  parents  or 
so  us  1ns.  He  arrived  in  Esquimalt  in 
1858.  with  his  wife.  who.  a  native  of 
Oreat  Caxwell.

She  did  not.  for  In- 
stance, know  how  to  make  bread 
just  at  first,  although  she  learned 
later.  But  even  In  those  early  days 
there  were  good  bakers,  one.  George 
Thompson,  having  a  baker  .hop 
where  the  Campbell  Building  now 
stands  The  principal  store  was  the 
Hudson '«  Bay  Company  .tore,  which 
was  the  main  source  of  liquor  and 
grocery  supplies. 

"We  had  The  Colonist  even  In 
those  days.  But  It  wasn't  delivered 
like  It  is  now. 

we  had  to  go  and  buy  it.  I  know 
that  there  was  a  Colonist,  because 
my  brother  Bert's  birth  was  an- 
nounced In  It  sixty-six  years  ago," 
the  narrator  recalled. 

Mrs.  Gardiner  has  the  somewhat 
unusual  record  of  heading  four  gen- 
erations, an  of  whom  were  born  In 
British  Columbia,  these  being  as 
follows;  1,  Mrs.  Oardiner;  2,  her 
daughter.

"In  level,  open  country."  say.  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau,  "an 
automobile  often  affords  the  best 
means  of  protection  from  tornadoes, 
except  where  a  well-constructed 
tornado  cellar  la  available 

"Tornadoes  occur  chiefly  during 
the  day.  and  thus  in  open  country 
they  can  often  be  seen  for  several 
miles.  Though  by  far  the  most 
violent  of  all  storms,  the  tornado 
covers,  at  any  one  moment,  a  rela- 
tively small  area,  generally  not 
greater  than  that  of  a  few  city 
blocks.  While  tne  winds  blow  at 
enormous  speed  around  Its  centre 
the  progressive  movement  of  the 
storm  as  a  whole  is  quite  moderate, 
averaging  about  forty  miles  an  hour, 
and  in  very  few  cases  reaching  slaty 
miles  an  hour. 

"Most  tornadoes  move  toward  the 
northeast,  a  few  toward  the  south- 
east, and  the  rest,  with  almost 
negligible  exceptions.  In  some  other 
easterly  direction  Moreover,  the 
path  generally  varies  but  little  from 
a  straight  line,  so  that  the  direction 
In  which  a  atorm  Is  seen  to  be  mov- 
ing la  likely  to  be  the  one  that  It 
will  foUow  until  It  dies  out. 

"Prom  these  facta  It  follow,  that 
when  a  tornado  la  sighted  several 
miles  away  a  person  generally  has 
time  to  escape  by  taking  a  course  at 
right  angle,  to  its  path,  and  the 
automobile  Is  obviously  a  valuable 
adjunct  for  escape,  provided  mere 
Is  a  road  leading  In  the  right  direc- 
tion. 

"One  positive  proof  that  a  atorm 
Is  a  tornado  Is  the  elongated  fun- 
nel-shaped, or  cylindrical  cloud 
dangling  from  the  sky  toward  the 
earth.  This  cloud  Is  always  seen, 
but  the  general  appearance  of  the 
sky  in  the  direction  of  a  tornado  is 
uaually  very  atrlklng.

But  the  game  did  not  at- 
tain any  degree  of  popularity  In 
Ensland  for  two  centuries  In  Scot- 
land, however,  It  had  spread

Used  In  regulation  courses  to  hold 
the  ball  on  the  green  at  short  or 
medium  distances. 

Dead -A  ball  is  dead  to  the  pin 
wh?n  It  stops  so  close  to  the  cup 
that  its  unking  is  a  certainty.  A 
ball  falls  dead  when  by  reason  of  a 
backspln  or  other  reasons  it  does  not 
roll  on  alighting. 

Divot— The  bit  of  turf  cut  out 
when  the  Iron  bites  too  deeply  on  a 
loft  shot. 

Dormle-A  player  or  team  Is 
"Dormle"  when  he  is  as  many  holes 
ahead  as  there  are  holes  to  play. 

Down— The  number  of  holes  or 
strokes  s  player  Is  behind  hia  oppo- 
nent. 

Driver— A  wooden-headed  club 
used  for  driving  off  the  tee. 

Dub— A  player  whose  score  is  far 
under  that  of  a  good  player. 
Eagle— Two  under  par  for  a  hole. 
Pace— That  part  of  the  club  that 
strikes  the  ball. 

Fairway— That  portion  of  a  course 
between  tee  and  green  that  presents 
few  obstacles.   The  grass  on  a  fair- 


way is  kept  short. 

Flag— In  regular  golf  a  pennant 
on  a  pole,  placed  In  the  cup  to  Indi- 
cate the  position  of  and  .the  number 
of  the  hole. 

Foozle— A  poor  shot 

Fore— A  warning  to  those  who 
may  be  In  danger  from  the  shot. 

Foursome— A  match  In  which  two 
play  on  each  side. 

Oreen— The  putting  green  which 
surrounds  the  hole. 

Q rip— The  upper  part  of  the  han- 
dle, covered  in  leather,  where  the 
club  U  gripped,  also  the  manner  In 
which  It  la  held. 

Half  One— A  handicap  of  a  stroke 
deducted  every  other  hole. 

Halved— When  each  player  takes 
the  same  number  of  strokes  to  hole 
his  ball  the  hole  Is  '  Halved."  A 
match  Is  said  to  be  halved  when  It 
ends  in  a  tie. 

Handicap— The  allowance  made  In 
strokes  or  holes  to  balance  the  dif- 
ference in  the  skill  of  players. 

Hanging— A  hanging  ball  Is  one 
that  lies  on  a  slope  toward  the  hole. 

Hazard— This  term  covers  for  a 
bunker,  sandtrap.  water  in  a  pool  or 
stream,  weeds,  molehills,  or  other 
physical  obstacles  that  lie  in  the 
way  of  a  shot. 

Head-The  striking  end  of  a  club; 
terms  applied  to  the  different  part* 
of  the  head  are  sole,  toe,  heel,  face, 
neck  and  nose.

Cottonseed  hulls,  mixed  with  paint 
and  oils  Is  the  original  surface  used 
on  the  midget  Unas.  It  is  as  near  to 
bent  grass  for  putting  as  can  be  had 
However,  it  Is  messy  and  hard  to 
keep  in  condition  Felt,  which  Is 
clean,  is  used  on  the  majority  of 
greens  and  fairways.  It  Is  too  fast 
for  a  perfect  putting  aurfsce.  as  it 
compares  with  putting  on  a  sheet 
of  glass. 

Moat  of  the  courses  are  now  using 
a  Jute  mixture  which  looks  and  feels 
like  felt,  but  which  is  much  slower. 
This  seems  to  be  the  Ideal,  if  some

nery  some  years  ago  snd  noticed 
the  oil  spot  made  by  the  smashed 
seed,  an  idea  waa  bom  that  today 
is  reflected  in  a  profitable,  new 
cherry  oil  Industry  for  Sturgeon 
Bay  that  Is  preventing  the  loss  of 
nearly  1.000  tons  of  cherry  pits  here 
this  year. 

When  spread  to  the  nation's 
principal  cherry -raising  areas  In 
Michigan  and  New  York,  as  well  as 
Wisconsin,  nearly  9.000  tons  of  pits 
annually  will  be  utilized 

The  discoveries  made  by  Mr  Mar- 
tin have  seemed  so  important  that 
two  Federal  chemists  have  been 
sent  there  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture.  They.  too. 
have  been  making  experiments  re- 
cently, taking  their  cues  from  Mr. 
Martin,  and  they  believe  that  the 
cherry  oil  would  find  a  ready  mar- 
ket if  produced  in  large  quantities. 
BUILT  FACTORY 
At  the  time  his  first  discovery  was 
made,  Mr.  Martin  managed  a  large 
orchard  company.  In  his  spare  time 
he  experimented  with  his  new  idea 
until  he  eventually  withdrew  en- 
tirely from  the  fruit  business  to  de- 
vote his  whole  time  to  the  new  In- 
dustry and  the  opera  Uon  of  a  small 
factory  built  in  1927.  The  factory 
has  since  been  enlarged  to  Include 
a  refinery  and  Is  In  full  working 
operation  this  season  for  the  first 
time. 

Not  a  particle  of  the  cherry  pit  is 
wasted.  The  oil  extracted  from  the 
seed  Is  the  principal  and  most  valu- 
able product,  being  sold  to  Jobbers, 
who  in  turn  sell  it  for  use  In  cos- 
metics, but  the  remainder  of  the 
seed  Is  ground  up  for  lawn  and 
flower  garden  fertiliser  and  the 
shell  Itself  will  be  commercially 
used  this  year  for  the  first  time  as 
a  fuel  for  mechanically- fired  fur- 
naces. 

Several  other  uses  for  the  cherry 
pit  have  been  discovered  by  Mr. 
Martin,  but  have  not  yet  been  found 
practical  to  work  out  commercially. 
The  oil  Itself  has  already  been  made 
up  and  tried  out  at  dinners  here  for 
salads  and  also  has  been  found  ex- 
cellent for  cooking  and  frying 
Being  non- rancid,  the  cherry  oil  is 
especially  useful  In  tropical  coun- 
tries, where  common  greases  used  in 
cooking  spoil  easily.

LIVING-ROOM  DELIGHTFUL 
The  living  room  la  larger  than 
la  common  In  a  one-story  house, 
being  nineteen  feet  long  and  thir- 
teen feet  three  inches  wide.  At  one 
end  is  a  pair  of  French  doors  leading 
to  a  concrete  slab  terrace  outside 
This  terrace  Is  shielded  by  the  ex- 
tension of  the  front  of  the  dwelling 
and  forms  a  secluded  spot  where 
the  family  can  lounge  on  hot  Sum- 
mer days.  It  takes  the  place  of  the 
old-fashioned  front  porch  and  serves 
this  purpose  Just  aa  satisfactorily.

According  to  a  recent  article  tn 
The  London  Daily  Express,  a  new 
electric  lamp  has  been  invented 
which  will  floodlight  the  city  at  a 
hundredth  of  the  present  cost.  The 
inventor  is  J.  H.  Ballantyn*.  of 
Olasgow.  who  contends  tha:  200 
present-day  lamps  of  sixty  watts 
each  used  in  dwelling  hcuses  and 
offices,  giving  12,000  candlepower. 
are  equal  to  six  lamps  of  his 
invention. 

An  expenditure  of  ISO,  he  states 
ia  necessary  to  obtain  fifty  hours' 
lighting  from  the  1.200  candlepower 
lamps  In  use  at  present.  Th«  same 
candlepower  Is  given,  he  asserts,  for 
a  similar  period  by  six  of  his  new 
lamps  for  an  expenditure  of  about 
40  cents. 

Mr.  Ballantyoe  studied  under  the 
late  Lord  Kelvin,  who  was  known 
as  the  Thomas  Edison  of  England, 
and  holds  university  degrees  In  tn- 


Raln  water  can  be  led  along,  but  it 
cannot  be  deliberately  stopped.  The 
secret  of  a  tight  house  Is  more  in 
providing  the  right  channels  to  take 
off  the  water  than  to  erect  dams 
against  it.  If  the  roof  is  compli- 
cated, with  many  gables  intersecting 
In  valleys,  the  greatest  care  must  be 
taken  to  build  leak-proof  troughs  in 
them  This  is  railed  valley  flashing, 
and  should  be  carried  from  the  top 
of  the  roof  down  to  the  eaves.

Wherever  a  roof  Joins  with,  a 
chimney  or  wall  it  is  practically  im- 
possible to  make  the  Joint  water- 
tight, for  the  chimney  or  wall  moves 
In  settlement  faster  than  the  roof, 
or  the  roof  pulla  away  from  the 
wall.  By  guiding  the  wate.  along 
this  place  with  flashing  it  is  pos- 
sible to  stop  leaks. 

This  U  done  by  laying  copper 
sheets  half  on  the  roof  and  half 
against  the  wall,  and  then  lapping 
over  the  part  against  the  wall 
other  sheets  known  as  counter - 
flashing,  the  upper  edges  of  which 
have  been  stuffed  with  elastic 
cement  into  the  mortar  Joints.  This 
system  of  flashing  and  counter- 
flashing  Is  almost  universally  used 
for  any  Joints  between  roofs  and 
walls,  dormer  sides,  and  chimneys. 
SOLUTION  FOUND 
Trouble  Is  also  liable  to  develop 
back  of  the  chimney  coming  up 
through  the  roof.  Water  flowing 
down  behind  the  chimney  will  be 
dammed  against  the  back  and  leak 
through  the  roof. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  only 
satisfactory  solution  la  to  build  a 
cricket  or  saddle  back  of  the 
chimney  and  cover  It  with  sheet 
copper.  This  Is  reaUy  a  little  gable 
roof  which  throws  the  water  to  each 
side  of  the  chimney  and  prevents  it 
from  collecting  —  Copyright.

The  plumbing  In  a  house  la  made 
up  of  three  parts:  the  water  supply 
system,  the  sewerage  disposal  sys- 
tem, snd  the  fixtures.  City  ordin- 
ance* Invariably  define  the  exact 
methods  and  materials  to  be  used 
In  the  second  part,  so  Uiat  the 
chief  thing  Is  to  employ  a  good 
contractor. 

It  Is  Important  trass  he  Instal' 
adequate  clearfcauta.  a  clean  out  be- 
ing an  opening  In  the  drainage 
lines  through  which  the  plumber 
may  Insert  tools  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  obstructions.  The  rule 
Is  that  they  should  be  installed 
wherever  the  drainage  lines  change 
directions. 

AN  IMPORTANT  ITEM 
Another  important  Item  in  con- 
nection with  the  sewerage  disposal 
lines  in  the  way  they  fit  Inta  the 
hose  framing,  especially  where  they 
cross  wooden  Jolsta.  Joists  may  be 
greatly  weakened  by  Injudicious  cut- 
ting  to  accommodate  a  large  pipe. 
These  pipes  snould  go  between  the 
Jolsta.  not  through  them  An  arch- 
itect or  a  competent  contractor  of 
your  interests  will  see  that  such 
matters  are  worked  out  properly. 

Quantity  and  quality  govern  the 
cost  of  plumbing  fixtures 

Every  plumbing  fixture  is  offered 
In  many  designs,  in  many  colors, 
and  in  many  prices.  The  cheapest 
ware  la  made  of  caat  Iron,  with  a 
glazed  enamel  finish  More  expen- 
sive are  those  of  burned  clay  with 
a  glaze  of  porcelain.  The  most  ex- 
pensive of  all  are  solid  porcelain 
Plumbing  ordinances  require  that 
the  water  closet  must  be  porcelain. 
The  other  fixtures  may  be  obtained 
in  any  of  the  three  ware,  with

A  water  softener,  while  It  may 
perhaps  be  a  luxury.  Is  a  very  satis- 
factory part  of  a  complete  plumb- 
ing installation  It  works  by  pass- 
ing the  service  water  directly 
through  a  mineral,  which  has  what 
the  chemists  call  an  affinity  for  the 
elements  that  harden  water— Uv< 
sulphates  of  magnesia  and  lime  and 
Iron.

Joists,  bridging  and  sub-flooring 
make  a  scientific  Uilng  of  floor  con- 
struction. If  all  are  put  together 
with  sufficient  nailing  and  good 
material  of  the  right  size  they  can- 
not sag  nor  squeak.  The  sub- floor 
boards  also  Ue  the  Joists  together, 
making  them  act  as  a  unit. 

Sub-floors  may  be  laid  straight 
across  the  Joists  perpendicular  to 
them  or  diagonally.

Theae  run  parallel 
to  the  Joists,  with  a  strip  between 
each  pair.  The  nails  holding  the 
finish  flooring  go  Into  the  strips  but 
not  Into  the  Joist*.

Uidbetween  the  strips  and  the  sub- 
flooring.  Sound  insulation  may  also 
be  employed  without  the  Mm 
Even  a  layer  of  heavy  paper  or  felt 
between  sub- floor  and  finish  floor 
deadens  sound. 

Other  types  of  flooring  are  con- 
structed of  structural  tile  with  rein- 
forced concrete  beams,  or  steel  Joists 
with  metal  lath  laid  over  their  top* 
and  leveled  off  with  mortar,  or  of 
straight  reinforced  concrete  with 
such  It  Is  almost  necessary  to  have 
masonry  or  steel  for  the  Inner  aup- 
»>rt  This  structural  part  la  sur- 
faced with  any  kind  of  finish  floor- 
ing desired. 

WOOD  CHEAPEST 
For  wood,  nailing  cleats  are  laid 
over  the  cement  and  the  flooring 
*trlps  nailed  to  them.  Per  linoleum 
the  cement  is  worked  to  a  smooth 
surface  and  the  linoleum  laid  over 
It  and  cemented  In  place  with 
asphalt  or  tar.  Tile  Is  set  In  an 
additional  coat  of  mortar. 

Wood  Joist  construction  casts  th*» 
lea«t.  and  may  be  largely  flreproofed 
by  applying  metal  lath  and  plaster 
on  their  under  surfaces  to  form  the 
celling  Metal  lath  also  aUffens  the 
fag*  and  insure,  against  slagging 
Joists  and  Insures  against  sagging 
and  cracked  plaster.

Wars  may  not  al- 
ways have  been  due  to  economic 
causes,  but  it  Is  certain  that  the, 
have  been  so  in  the  last  one  hun- 
dred years  or  so  of  the  world's  his- 
tory. It  Is  common  understanding 
now  that  the  World  War  had  little 
reference  to  the  immediate  happen- 
ings that  brought  it  about.  It  was 
the  culmination  of  a  vast  economic 
and  commercial  struggle  between  I 
world  powers.  Given  those  same 
conditions,  the  same  nationalistic 
philosophy  .and  aims  that  existed

Shareholders  of  Piemier  Border 
Gold  Mining  Company.  Limned 
have  received  a  report  on  the  years 
iVetattoii-,  preparatory  to  the  an- 
nual tneeri.Mv  Development  ha* 
been  carried  out  on  the  Northern 
Light  group  stnee  July.  1928.  with 
encouraging  results,  the  report 
states. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a 
nmwplHi  development  plant  and 
equipment   has  been  placed  on  the 

property.  About  2.000  feet  of 
ground    drifting  and 
ha*  been  done,  as  well  as  about  I  MW 
feet  of  diamond  drilling. 

The  importance  of  this  develop- 
ment, the  report  continues  is  ac- 
centuated by  the  *act  that  Premier 
Border  is  closely  adjacent  to  Pre- 
mier. B.C.  Silver  and  Sebakwe  If 
the  present  face  of  the  Premier 
Border  tunnel  was  projected  900  leet 
further,  it  would  come  directly  un 
derneath  the  ore  bodies  discovered 
during  the  last  j*»r  on  B.C.  Silver. 
I  which  is  really  the  downward  ex- 
tension of  the  main  ore  body. 

Since  July.  1929.  the  development 
of  Premier  Border  has  resulted  in 
the  determining  of  one  of  the  main 
prophyry  sones  of  this  great  mass 
and  the  finding  of  commercial 
values. 

The  main  porphyry  none  as  inter- 
cepted is  about  900  feet  wide,  corre-
